The shooting jacket, illustrated in Fig. 1, is a sack with a yoke and belt, made of dark gray tweed. The pattern is 
given in Figs. 1-7, and a pattern of a cap made of the same material is given in Figs. 8-10; below is given a diagram 
which shows the general outlines of the pattern, Join on the piece turned down on Figs. 1 and 5 of the pattern in 
the manner shown in the diagram, and lengthen Fig. 2 to the full dimensions 
indicated on the diagram. Cut two pieces each from Figs. 1, 5, and 6, adouble

piece each from Figs, 2 and 3, and the collar and cuffs of double material 
from Fies.4. and 7. Line the yoke and sleeves With satteen. Cut the pocket 
slits indicated in the fronts, and set the pockets against the wrong side. 
Finish the edges of the upper and lower pockets with a flap two inches deep, 
and bind the edges of the mid- 
dle one. In the right front 


set an additional pocket, four 
inches wide and deap, above 
the middle pocket, at fourteen 
inches from the upper edge 
and four inches and a half 
from the front edge; finish it 
with a flap an inch and a half

A 
belt made of the material is added; the belt passes through a loop half an inch wide set on each side seam from 
X to x. Cut for the cap two pieces each from Figs. 8 and 9, and a double piece from Fig. 10 of a double layer 
of material. Line Figs. 8 and 9 with silk or satteen and put in a canvas interlining; in the visor put a layer of 
steut leather or pasteboard. Join Figs. 8 and 9 and attach the visor from 14 t© 15. Set a large button on tep, 
and a leather sweat-band inside the edge, and fasten an elastic at 15. 
The suit illustrated in Fig. 2 consists of a yoke blouse and knickerbockers of dark gray water-proof tweed. 
4 The jacket is similar to that illustrated in Fig. 1, of which the pattern is here given, but is plain at the top instead 
of being gathered te the yoke, and has no belt,. Soft felt hat and high boots.

__. This shirt is made of shirting muslin with bands anda hosom of linen. . In the patterf given in. Figs. 11-16 
_ Jengthen Figs. 11 and 13 as much as.may.be needed at the lower end; the model is thirty inches long at the front 
‘arid thirty-four inches at the back. Cut a double pié¢ce each from Figs. 11 and 18, the sleeves from Fig. 16, and 
the yoke and band of a double layer from Figs. 14 and 15. Cut the linen bosom from Fig. 12, and provide it with 
a Tose muslin lining and an interlining of coarse heavy linen. ‘Re-enforce the uppet part of the body on eaeh 
side of the bosom by facing it with muslin on the wrong side. Stitch the front edge of the bosom, and set it in as 
the figures indicate; the*left side laps over the right as far as 19; pleat'x on @ of the body, join the lower edge 
of the bosom to it, and cover the raw_edfes of the seam by stitching down a marrow strip of maslin; when stitch- 
ing on the band fasten in a tab with a button-hole. Gather the top of the back from 25 to * and stitch it be- 
tween the double edges of the yoke, and stitch the yoke to the front from 22 to 28, “Juin the front and back of 
the body*from 20 down, leaving a slit ten inéhes long at the bottom, and round-tlie corners Of the front.

© This white muslin night-gown has a sacque-shaped front with tucks, a yoke back, and a collar and cuffs edged with 
tnarrow embroidery. The pattern is furnished in Figs, 21-26; lengthen Figs. 214 and 22 as much as may be needed 
_in the direction indicated ; the model is thirty-three inches Jong at the front and sixty eight inches wide at the bot- 
stom. Cut a double piece éach according to Figs, 21* and 22, the sleeves from Fig. 25, and the yoke, collar, and 
scuffs of double muslin from Figs. 23, 24, and 26. Cut the slit indicated by & double line-in.the front, and in the 
+ space between the two plain lines stitch three half-inch tucks on each side; face the right edge with an imitated

This vest is knitted with natural-colored Saxony wool oft very coarse steel needles in ribbed knitting, Begin 
the work at the lower edge of the front, casting on 100 stitches, and knit back and forth in rows. 1st row.—Slip 


2d row.—Slip the first, then * knit 2, put the wool-over, slp k; 
2 stitches and knit together the © 


the first, then by turns purl 2 stitches and knit 2. 
repeat from * ; finish by knitting 1. 3d row.—Slip the first, vaen by turns purl 
next put-over and the slipped stitch that follows it. Knit as in the 2d and 8d rows by turns, working 224 rows 
in all; then cast off the middle 50 stitches for the neck, and on the 25 stitches on each side knit 40 rows for the 
shoulders; next cast on 50 stitches between to replace those cast off previously, and then knit 224 rows for the 
back of the body, after which cast off all the stitches.

Begiu the sleeves at the lower end, 
casting on 72 stitches, and knitting with comparatively fine needles for the close band at the wrist; work 40 rows, 
knitting 2 stitches and purling 2 stitches by turns; then resume the coarse needles and work 122 rows in the 
Same pattern as the body; widen 1 stitch on both‘sides in the 32d, 33d, and 34th rows, again in the 46th, 47th, 
and 48th, then in the 62d, 63d, and 64th, and in the 76th, 77th, dud 78th ; to widen knit 1 and port 1 out of the: 


first and the last stitch in the row, At the end of the 122d row cast off the stitches, overseam the sleeve togethé?, 
and sew it into the armhole in the same manner. Around the neck crochet a row of single crochet, ane on 
every stitch.

Sewwp the lining of the back 
from 8 to 4; shirr the outside material, Figs. 39 and 41, in the space outlined on the pattern, baste them on the 
lining, then join the front and back as the corresponding figures indicate. - Finish the neck with the collar, which, 
together with the cuffs, is edged with narrow embroidery. .

Out for this chemise, which may be made either of muslin, cambric, or linen, two double pieces according to Fig, 
61, sloping the front lower than the back as outlined on the pattern; lengthen them as much as may be needed 
at the lower end j'the chemise illustrated is nineteen inches long and forty-one inches wide at the bottom. Cut 
the yoke of a double layer from Figs. 63 and 64, and cut four pieces from Fig. 62 for the sleeves. Sew up the 
side seams, and hem the bottom. Join the sleeves from 43 to 45, face the edge, and sew them into the armholes 
with 43 meeting 43 of the body. Gather the front on each side from * to,an inch and a quarter from the middle, 
and ee the back from the-middle to * ; join the yoke and sew it toghther at the upper ‘edge, then stitch the 
body between the lower edges as the figures indicate, The neck and sleevés are tiininied with narrow edging.

Trim the edge of the apron with a bias ruffle three inches wide, which has a heading half an 
inch wide, and is stitehed down with a narrow bias band, . Hem the bib around the edge excepting the top. Cut 
the pockets ten inches wide and seven deep; slope the lower corners, box-pleat the top into a space of five inches, 
and stitch them on the apron. Pleat the top of the afron-by bringing x on @, and finish it with a band,an inch 
and 4 quarter wide, which is buttoned at the back. . Pleat the bib at the upper edge and along the line by bring. 
ing X on @; bind it at the top with a standing collar.an inch and.a quarter-wide, which is buttoned at the back ; 
the collar is slashed an inch deep at the middle of the front, and the corners are turned down.
